INTER-LIBRARY LOANS 


MEMORANDUM 


Under the system of inter-library loans the Library of Congress will lend certain books to other 
libraries for the use of investigators engaged in serious research. The loan will rest on the theory of 
a special service to scholarship which it is not within the power or the duty of the local library to 
render. Its purpose is to aid research calculated to advance the boundaries of knowledge, by the 
loan of wnusual books not readily accessible elsewhere. 

The material lent can not include, therefore, books that should bein a local library, or that can 
be borrowed from a library (such as a state library) having a particular duty to the community from 
which the application comes; nor books that are inexpensive and can easily be procured; nor books 
for the general reader, mere text-books, or popular manuals; nor books where the purpose is ordi- 
nary student or study-club work, or for mere self-instruction. 

Nor can it include material which it in constant use at Washington, or whose loan would be an 
inconvenience to Congress, or to the Executive Departments of the Government, or to reference 
readers in the Library of Congress. These conditions would as a rule exclude from the loan system 
genealogies, local histories, newspapers and periodicals, 

Material which by reasons of its size or its character requires expensive packing or high insurance 
can be sent only in exceptional cases. : 

Music is lent on the same conditions as books. Musical scores so lent, however, can not be used 
for public performances. , 

A library in borrowing a book is understood to hold itself responsible for the safe-keeping and 
return of the book at the expiration of 10 days from its receipt. An extension of the loan for a like 
period is granted, upon request, whenever feasible. The borrowing library is expected to apply to the 
material borrowed the same safeguards that it would apply to material of its own, requiring to be 
used only on its premises that which it would not itself lend for use outside. 

All expenses of carriage are to be met by the borrowing library. 

Books will be forwarded by express (charges collect) whenever this conveyance is deemed nec- 
essary for their safety. Certain books, however, can be sent by mail, but it will be necessary for the 
borrowing library to remit in advance a sum sufficient to cover the postal charges, including registry fee. 

The Library of Congress has no fund from which charges of carriage can be prepaid. 

General observation: Subject to the limitations indicated above, the Library of Congress wel- 
comes applications for loans coming properly within the intent and purpose of the system. It must 
emphasize, however, that its ability to deal promptly and effectively with such requests will often 
depend upon the clearness and definiteness of the applications. ‘Those requiring research to identify 
the material needed or to select items responsive to the need must yield precedence to specific requests 
for particular works. 

The inter-library loan system is intended merely to complement the resources of the local library 
but not to supply the major part of the material needed for any extended research. ie

INTER-LIBRARY LOANS 


MEMORANDUM 


Under the system of inter-library loans the Library of Congress will lend certain books to other 
libraries for the use of investigators engaged in serious research. ‘The loan will rest on the theory of 
a special service to scholarship which it is not within the power or the duty of the local library to 
render. Its purpose is to aid research calculated to advance the boundaries of knowledge, by the 
loan of wnusual books not readily accessible elsewhere. 


The material lent can not include, therefore, books that should be in a local library, or that can 
be borrowed from a library (such as a state library) having a particular duty to the community from 
which the application comes; nor books that are in print and can easily be procured; nor books 
for the general reader, mere text-books, or popular manuals; nor books where the purpose is ordi- 
nary student or study-club work, or for mere self-instruction. Loans to colleges and universities are 
customarily limited to books required by members of the faculty in their own investigations. 


The loans can not include material which is in constant use at Washington, or whose loan would be 
an inconvenience to Congress, or to the Executive Departments of the Government, or to reference 
readers in the Library of Congress. ‘These conditions would, as a rule, exclude from the loan system 
genealogies, local histories, newspapers and periodicals. 


Material which by reasons of its size or its character requires expensive packing or high insurance 
can be sent only in exceptional cases. 


Music is lent on the same conditions as books. Musical scores so lent, however, can not be used 
for public performances. 


A library in borrowing a book is understood to hold itself responsible for the safe-keeping and 
return of the book at the expiration of 10 days from its receipt. An extension of the loan for a like 
period is granted, upon request, whenever feasible. The borrowing library is expected to apply to the 
material borrowed the same safeguards that it would apply to material of its own, requiring to be 
used only on its premises that which it would not itself lend for use outside. The borrowing library 
is also expected, in cases of loss or damage, to attend to the details of making replacements. 


All expenses of carriage are to be met by the borrowing library. 
Books will be forwarded by express (charges collect). 
The Library of Congress has no fund from which charges of carriage can be prepaid. 


General observation: Subject to the limitations indicated above, the Library of Congress welcomes 
applications for loans coming properly within the intent and purpose of the system. It must emphasize, 
however, that its ability to deal promptly and effectively with such requests will often depend upon the 
clearness and definiteness of the applications. ‘Those requiring research to identify the material needed or 
to select items responsive to the need must yield precedence to specific requests for particular works. 


The inter-library loan system is intended merely to complement the resources of the local library, 
but not to supply the major part of the material needed for any extended research. When a particular 
investigation involves the examination of a large group of books, the loan system should not be expected 


to meet the need. |

In the matter of Special Collections in American Libraries: 
ane en a ee ae SP ee 


The practical value of a list of special collections in American Libraries was first demon— 
strated concretely by Mr. Wm. C. Lane. The Johnston-Mudge list of 1912 established such a list as a 
recognized and indispensible tool. 

Repeated demand for a new edition of this and many partial contributions to the problem, 
especially by the Bowker publications, has emphasized the desirability and has led the Library of 
Congress to establish a vertical file and volume collection of material on this subject with a special 
card index. 

Meantime the development of the A.L.A. plan for meeting the needs of American research 
workers reached the point where some handy list for practical use had to be prepared at once. A 
printed index to the Johnston—Mudge, the A.L.A. Survey, the American Library Annual and other existing 
printed and manuscript lists was therefore prepared by this Committee as a practical basis for correc-— 
tions and additions. : 

The Librarian of Congress, having had the good fortune to secure funds from Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller and the services of Dr. Wm. Dawson Johnston as editor, is now in position to produce 
immediate service results if the cordial cooperation of the libraries is ensured, and this committee 
has ventured to assure him of such cooperation. It ventures, therefore, to ask this of you, with 
more than usual confidence. 

All that is strictly necessary is (1) the subject of each collection (2) its name, if it 
has one, and (3) the number of volumes which it contains, (4) any unusual features. 

Contributions of clippings, manuscript information, pamphlets and volumes, describing more 
fully the respective collections are, however, also desired for the L.C. files — the more and fuller, 
the better. 

If your library is already represented in the provisional printed index you will find 
attached to this request the printed memorandum of your collection as gleaned from present sources. 

Please furnish memoranda for each collection on a separate standard card giving: Subject, 
name of Library, name of collection, number of volumes, pamphlets, etc., city, state. 

The idea of a special collection is that it contains a certain number of books not found 
in the average library or the average library of its class. A collection on mathematics may number 
several thousand and not be special, while a score of unusual works in the history of mathematics or 
of original editions of any mathematician may constitute a special collection. The more highly 
specialized the collection the better. Most libraries have some group of unusual works. Even small 
local libraries often have important collections on native writers or sons distinguished in war, pub 
lic life, art or other fields of service. 

The committee asks for typical A.L.A. cooperation in this matter--not a prolonged and ex-— 
pensive effort, but an immediate contribution of what can be given without much special effort and the 
keeping of the matter in mind so that, if any new collections are added, memorandum shall be sent to 


the Library of Congress.
